That Vulcan is in for a real residential construc¬ 
tion boom this spring is indicated by the news that de¬ 
posits have already been received from 13 people for 
C.M.H.C. houses to be built by Paramount Construc¬ 
tion of Lethbridge and that at least two or three cus¬ 
tom-built houses will be constructed on the lots ad¬ 
joining the Memorial Park. 

It is gratifying to note that the town council pre¬ 
vailed upon Paramount Construction to take the elev¬ 
en lots in Block 16 and the five lots in Block “R” for 
their housing plan. These lots are well located near 
the public school and are already serviced by water 
and sewer mains. Far better, we think, to fill up these 
two partially vacant blocks, than to open up a com¬ 
pletely new development on some part of the golf 
course, with the attendant expense of servicing it with 
sewer and water. Four different sizes and types of 
houses are available under the housing plan, so there 
is pot much danger of . having a block of “look-alike” 
houses. 

The contract for the new high school was let last 
weekend to Oland Construction of Lethbridge and 
construction will likely get underway almost immed-

Replacing the bounty on coyotes in this province 
would be another effective, economical and efficient 
manner of reducing the frequency of rabies. It would 
be a move to protect the health of the people working 
in fields and forests and it would be another sound 
protective move for the rich cattle herds now in dan¬ 
ger in the northern section of the province. 

The spread of rabies throughout the winter 
months has been southward into country where the 
increase in the coyote population has been rampant 
since the removal of the bounty a few years ago. The 
greater the number of coyotes the more chance of in¬ 
fecting dogs and then humans with the dreadecLjiis- 
ease. 

At present the government is fighting the out¬ 
break of rabies in the northland with squads of ex¬ 
perts; vaccination of pet dogs and study. A substan¬ 
tial bounty on coyotes would reduce the number of 
carriers and would provide many infected carcasses 
far study and experiment. —Drumheller Mail.

In 1938, all tax collectors—federal, provincial and 
municipal—took.just under 20 % of the national in¬ 
come. Last year, they took 33 "r, which places Cana¬ 
dians among the most highly taxed people in the 
world. 

Sales and excise taxes are hidden in the prices of 
the things they buy. 

Finally, there are corporation taxes. In theory, 
these are paid by the "wealthy corporations,” but in 
fact they arc passed along to the customer—as they 
must be—in the form of higher prices. 

Because , of all this, few Canadians understand 
the extent to which the fruits of their labor are taken 
from them. Told that taxes on all levels last year took 
close to $430 per capita, or $1700 (the price of a new 
car) per household, they think that “somebody else” 
must be paying them. But that is not the case. If we 
have a small upper-income group paying much more 
than this, we also have a sizeable fower-income group 
paying much less. Balancing these two groups against 
each other, we find that it is the average Canadian, 
earning between $2,000 and $5,000 a year, who car¬ 
ries the tax load. He works one hour in every three for 
governments. How much heavier can the burden get?
